emplacements  (batteries),  (R)  infantry  or  combined  arms  field  train- 
ing area  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity. 
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SUMMARY 


Ostrogozhsk  Army  Barracks  is  located  on 
the  north  edge  of  Ostrogozhsk  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  200 
acres  and  contains  2 administration  buildings, 
6 barracks,  23  quarters,  2 storage  buildings, 
3 vehicle  sheds,  a vehicle  park,  and  22  support 
buildings.  Training  facilities  include  an  athletic 
field,  a small-arms  firing  range,  and  1 wheeled- 


vehicle  driver-training  area  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  is  covered  by  1960  TALENT 
photography  and  10  KEYHOLE  missions  between 
April  1962  and  October  1964.  Comparative 
analysis  reveals  no  significant  change  during 
this  period.  Light  activity  is  observed  on 
all  coverage. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Road  Service 

The  installation  is  serv'ed~1jy~e'ity'“streets— 
and  has  direct  access  to  the  Ostrogozhsk- 
Voronezh  highway. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  1 multistory  administration 
building,  1 H-shaped  administration  building,  6 
barracks,  23  quarters,  and  19  support  buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  2 storage  buildings. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Areas 

Area  J1  is  an  equipment  park  approximately 
225  by  210  feet. 


Area  J2  contains  3 vehicle  sheds  (one  270 
..by  60  feet,  one  200  by  45  feet,  and  one  220  by  55 
feet)  and  3 support  buildings. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  athletic  field. 

Small-Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L is  a 330-  by  45-foot  small-arms 
firing  range  with  evidence  of  light  activity. 


Driver-Training  Area 

Area  M is  a wheeled-vehicle  driver-train- 
ing area.  Light  scarring  indicates  a low  level 
of  usage  during  1964. 
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
